Chou Due to Visit 
Russia Next Month 


MOSCOW, Dec. 23 (AP)—The 
Soviet Government announced 
Sunday that Premier Chou En- 
lai of Communist: China will 
visit Russia next month on the 
invitation of the Soviet Govern- 
ment, 

The Drief 
given by Tass News Agency said 
the “friendly visit,” planned for 
early January, was aimed at 
“further strengthening the 
bonds of fraternal friendship 
and cooperation” between the 
Soviet Union and China. 

There had been no prior in- 
dication in Moscow that the 
visit was planned. 

Observers regarded the choice 
of a top-level figure such as 
Chou for the visit as an indica- 
tion of the gravity of the Soviet 
Union’s relationship with the 
satellites following unheavals to 
Poland and Hungary.

A total of 15 farming house- 
holds in this area, eonsisting of 
83 members, had to take out 
stoves to heat their rooms last 
summer, as the temperature fail- 
ed to exceed 7.8 degrees centi- 
grade, These families moved 
into this area as pioneer farmers 
six years ago. 

This reporter visited Moriji 
Shimizu in.this area. Dec. 20. 

Even in normal weather, 
scarcely anything worth men- 
tioning as farm crops can be 
raised in this region, because the 
soil here is made up of acid elay.

consisting of volcanic ashes. 

The central and local govern- 
ments are naturally to blame 
for having inducted pioneer far- 
mers into this area, while ignor-.

However, the ‘problem of 
money is at the root of all 
troubles confronting the locality. 

Local pioneer farmers, though 
hard hit by crop failures for 
four consecutive years, still per- 
sist in ‘their efforts to bring 
about a better life.

Under- 
nourished children are suscep- 
tible to the lingering cold. They 
have no mats and bedding, and 
sleep on straw mats. 


Outdoors, the temperature 
plummets to 15 degrees belaw 
zero centigrade. Even on sunny 
days, it does not go above five 
degrees below zero centigrade. 

Even if snow starts to thaw 
out with the advent of spring, 
the local residents will have no 
food to take. They naturally 
have no money to buy food. The 
only way to earn what they can 
is to work in the Government 
public works, instituted for the 
relief of stricken farmers. By 
so doing, they are paid only 
Y¥400 to ¥500 a day. Radish 
makes up the only side dish of 
the local people. 

A housewife tearfully said: 
“We really wept with joy when 
we received the gift of rice 
from CAC (Catholic Relief 
Services, American Friends 
Service Committee and Church 
World Service) in November.” 
Since then, however, they had 
not taken a grain of rice, she 
added. : 

“We are very happy,” she con- 
tinued, “that we Nave again re- 
ceived rice through the good 
offices of The Japan Times. We 
can now see our children clap 
— hands after a long inter- 
val.” 

The suffering local farmers, 
however, bear no grudge against 
anybody. The¥Y are resigned 
that they cannot beat weather. 
But they gave vent to strong 
dissatisfaction with the Gov- 
ernment’s irresponsibility in 
sending pioneer farmers into 
the northern island without any 
definite policy.

The iain obstacles that stood 
in the way of the Cabinet-mak- 
ing work, were, firstly, the ap- 
pointment of Takeo Miki to the 
post of the party’s secretary- 
general, secondly, the question 
of giving the portfolio of Fi- 
nance to Hayato Ikeda, and fi- 
nally, the treatment of Ishil’s 
faction. 


As a result, Ishibashi had to 
be officially appointed Prime 
Minister by the Emperor separ- 
ately before the attestation of 
the 13 Cabinet members, and 
temporarily deputed to act for 
all the members of his Cabi- 
net, though for a short period 
of time. Such a situation was 
unusual in the political history 
of Japan. 

Ishibashi nad originally in- 
tended to carry through his 
plan to put “a right person in a 
right place” in order to streng- 
then his Cabinet, instead of 
trying to form a “coalition” 
Cabinet among the various fac- 
tions. 

However, the final outcome 
of his Cabinet formation work 
has proved to be a weak “coali- 
tion” of the factional groups, 
and the sole task of the new 
Cabinet would be, in the words 
of Secretary-General Miki, to 
dissolve the Diet. 

As matters stand today, it is 
expected that a general election 
will be inevitable early next 
year at about the time the na- 
tional budget for fiscal 1957-58 
is compiled, 

Under these circumstances, 
the present Ishibashi Cabinet is 
not expected to do much in the 
way of implementing its policies. 
As soon as the new Cabinet line- 
up was made public, political 
observers were already predict- 
ing Sunday night that intrapar- 
ty struggles between the Ishi- 
bashi and Kishi factions for the 
leadership of the party would 
flare up at any time, given half 
a chance,

Two Aspects of Shimpa 


By YUKI 


As a result of a poll taken 
among its fans, the Shimpa 
Troupe found that the old 
melodrama based on Izumi 
Kyoka’s famous novel “Onna 
Keizu” headed the list of fa- 
vorite Shimpa plays, garnering 
neatly one-fifth of the votes. 
“Tsuruhachi Tsurujiro,” the 
story of a professional samisen- 
player Tsuruhachi and her hus- 
bana Tsurujiro, who once made 
a famous stage combination, 
came out a close second; while 
the modern play “Seishun Kai- 
dan,” based on a satiric hovel 
by Bunroku Shishi, which ran 
serially in the Yomiuri two 
years ago and was given in a 
stage version last year by the 
Shimpa Troupe, was counted 
third. 

This month’s program has 
taken into consideration these 
votes. On the matinee program 
is to be seen the modern come- 
dy “Seishun Faidan,” while on 
the evening program is the old 
melodratna “Onna Keizu.” This 
combination serves to demon- 
Strate quite adequately the 
dowbie-phased aspect that the 
Shimpa Troupe of today pos- 
sesses, 

Outmoded Now 


Whereas Shimpa was origin- 


ally the outcome of one of the 


early gropings away from tradi- 
tional and stylized Kabuki, and 
therefore was dubbed the 
“Shimpa” or the “new school,” 
its earlier plays now seem to 
us to belong to a definitely out- 
moded age; whereas Kabuki 
overrides its “age” by sheer 
traditional grandeur, Shimpa’s 
old plays do not have the same 
stuff to fall back on. 

But strangel:’ enough, judging 
from the results of the poll, 
Shimpa still has a large quota 
of fans that live in a past age, 
who delight in the moldy and 
quite maudlin sentimentalism 
of an outmoded melodrama 
which is actually a soft of 
numbing feudalistic hang-over. 

‘The story of “Onna Keizu” re- 
volves around the old concept 
of “giri-ninjyo,” or “duty”. and 
“sympathy.” Both are admir- 
able concepts; but unfortunately 
they were distorted to serve the 
interests of the old., feudalistic 
family system. Henck the kind 
of tragedy pictured in “Onna 
Keizu.” But instead of tragedy, 
it resolves into mere melo- 
drama, for Shimpa (and Kyoka, 
who supplied the early Shimpa 
with much of its material) does 
not attain to the stature of tra- 


gedy. 
Acting Fine 
Nevertheless, with competent 
Shotaro Hanayagi as the hero 
Hayase, actress Yaeko Mizu- 
tani as his mistress Otsuta, 


YAMAMOTO 
and with aged veteran 
“oyama” actor Rokuro Kita- 


mura in the role of Koyoshi, 
the mistress of Havyase’s bene- 
factor Sakai, the current run 
of “Onna Keizu” is pure Shimpa 


such. 

Meanwhile, “Seishun Kaidan” 
shows the other extreme of the 
two aspects of Shimpa. This is 
a modern satire, hilarious and 
quite brazenly outspoken in the 
accepted “sophisticated” way. 
The Shimpa has evolved a skill- 
ful molding of the obvious con- 
tradiction between the old way 
and the new; even in the mod- 
ern play, “oyama” actors, that 
is, men in female rolgs, make 
their appearance, and somehow 
manage to fit in nicely into the 
scheme of things. 


Entertaining Farce 

“Oyama” actor and leading 
performer of the troupe, Sho- 
taro Hanayagi, appears in this 
play as a middle-aged widow 
named Hanako,’_ thoroughiy 
gay, thoroughly  wunpractical 
and perhaps mildly moronic, 
who falls into a desperate case 
of a belated puppy love for the 
middle-aged “romance-gray” 
father of her. son’s bride-to-be, 

Contrasted against this little 
affair is the relationship be- 
tween the younger pair, which 
is the entire opposite, being 
most outspokenly matter-of- 
fact and practical to the nth 
degree. Both the pairs are 
spoofed merrily all along, mak- 
ing the play an entertaining 
farce. 

Shorter numbers complete 
the program, with the dance 
number “Kitsune to Fue-fuki” 
(The Fox and the Flutist), 
which’ was originally created 
for performance by Kabuki 
actors Jukai and Utaemon, be- 
ing seen on the matinee pro-

joyed by anyone because a 
good portion of the story is 
told in dance pantomime, and 
because all the sets are ex- 
ceedingly lovely. For instance 
in the very first scene ir 
which the fox-bride makes her 
appearance before the grieving 
Harukata, there is a dreamlike 
beauty to the spring dusk 
scene laid under cherry tree3 
with petals showering down 
over them, 

From the stage technique 
angle, showering petals are 
caused by suspended baskets 
over the stage being tipped to 
release their load of paper 
petals. But in this particular 
scene, even after the lovers have 
left the stage proper and passed 
on to the hanamichi passage- 
way, the petals continue to fall 
over them, making for an un- 
usual effect. Stage ingenuity 


has managed to cause a shower 
from the ceiling itself, to fall 
over the lovers on the hana- 
michi (and incidentally, on all 
audience members in the im- 
mediate vicinity). 

Each season follows in turn 
with each change in scene, from 
spring to summer, fall and final- 
ly winter. The final scene iS 
laid by Lake Biwako, the fox’s 
home grounds, where Harukata 
comes following after his fox- 
bride, and the two choose to 
love and die together, amid 
another wild showering of 
white paper, this time symbol- 
izing winter snow.

Tokyo After Dark 


By THE NIGHT OWL 


Japan isn’t quite the male 
paradise it’s cracked up to be. 
Or all who now are not subser- 
vient. 

The American who gets a fast 
glimpse into the tightly shut 
Japanese family system comes 
away with the impression that 
the iman is the absolute master 
and lord of his home. And pride- 
ful Japanese male propaganda 
encourages this notion. 

More than women elsewhere, 
the Japanese wife stoops to con- 
quer in the age-old game of 
henpecking her husband, 

The Japanese have a word for 
it, Kakadenka or gynecocracy. 
Petticoat rule has its roots in 
economic power. It is most ob- 
vious among, the rich, To econ- 
tinue the family name where no 
male heirs exist, the young 
bridegroom takes on his wife’s 
name wpon marriage. This 
places him immediately at a 
psychological disadvantage. 

Since the bride’s inheritance 
is usually much greater than the 
groom’s earning power, the 
Wife controls the safe doors. In 
many cases the groom is picked 
not only to carry on the family 


name, but to head the family’s 


business, plating a second life- 
time obligation on his head. 

Certain communities in Japan 
have been complete matriarchies 
for decades. To this day the 
pearl* divers of Toba are the 
real bosses of their villages. 
Their husbands do little besides 
answering the divers’ mating 
calls and doing a few household 
chores, 

Ever since the Meiji Era the 
factory women in the textile 
mills around Mt. Akagi have 
brought home the family wages 
and managed family affairs 
while their husbands smoked 
and gossiped. 

In the cities husbands in the 
salary class give all their wages 
to their wives who in turn let 
them have their weekly car 
fare, tobacco, coffee and lunch 
allowance, 

Among the self-made men of 


doesn’t earn much. The little 
he spends on pleasure brings 
on wifely complaints. As much 
as he would like to improve his 
wife’s lot and his house, he 
can’t. So, he continues to stay 
out to keep away from his 
misery. 

In many a house where the 
wife nags and wears the pants, 
the husband nightly seeks out 
the long skirts of kimono-clad 
geisha and of evening-gowned 
cabaret hostesses for companion- 
ship. 

Some wives prefer men who 
drink and bring back a fat en- 
velope to poor _ teetotalers. 
Many a wife keeps her cup- 
boards stocked with sake (rice 
wine), preferring to see her 
husband get drunk by her side 
than in the gay quarters, 

Women have complete control 
over the upbringing of the chil- 
dren except for the oldest son 
who passes out of her jurisdic- 
tion in his early teens. In cases 
where the husband’s mother 
lives with the family, the old 
lady often bosses both daughter- 
in-law and son, 

These are the facts that the 
visitor from abroad doesn’t 
notice. What he sees are hus- 
bands who have first crack at 
the bathtub. Husband for whom 
the middle section of the rice 
pan is saved because it is con- 
sidered the best. 

Husbands who are helped out 
of their clothes by their wives, 
who eat by themselves and are 
waited on, servant-like, by their 
wives. Husbands who call their 
wives by clapping their hands 
or shouting “Oi” instead of her 
name. 

Husbands will tell you that 
their wives behave that way 
because it is their way of show- 
ing their love for their “master” 
and husband. Wives will tell 
you they behave that way be- 
cause those who do not follow 
the accepted pattern of behavior 
are chided by their neighbors 
for being poor wives. 


the upper classes, it’s the men 
who control the funds. A man 
may give his wife ¥100,000 a 
month to run the home and 
spend the-rest for his own pleas- 
ure. These wives never learn 
their husbands’ real earning 
power, Nor are they aware, how 
many nigo-sans or second wives 
his income permits, 

In the cities it is conventional 
for men to come home late on 
weekdays, night after night. 
The official explanation is that 
it is a long established habit 
for Japanese men not to bring 
the day’s unpleasantness into 
the home. So they drink in bars 
and cabarets—on their firm’s or 
their host’s expense account— 
to cheer themselves up. 

This custom turns into a 
vicious circle. The average man

Japan Keen 
To Construct 
Atom Ships 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 23 (INS) 
—U.S. merchant marine circles 
said Saturday Japan’s intense 
interest in atomic-powered 
ships may give that country 
the first major merchant fleet 
in the world using nuclear 
power, 

These circles pointed to a new 


10-year program aimed at giving 


Japan two atomic-powered ships 
by 1966. 

It is reported that one of the 
ships will use an imported re- 
actor and the other a domes- 
tically produced reactor. 

The two experimental ships 
will develop between 20,000 and 
30,000 horsepower. 

In addition, Japan is reported 
beginning a major research 
campaign on _ radioactive iso- 
topes for use in navigational in- 
struments. 

The ambitious size of the Japa- 
nese program is viewed as some- 
thing “far more significant” 
than simple research. 

One maritime expert said that 
within the next quarter century, 
if the Japanese continue to work 
as aggressively in the field of 
atomice-powered ships as they 
are starting out to do, “Japan 
might well be the world’s fore- 
most power in atomic fleets.”. 

He: said that> of all major 
maritime nations Japan has the 
greatest problem in obtaining 
fuel for her ships. 

This, coupled with Japan’s 
steadily intensifying drive to 
build a sound economy, may 
prove sufficient impetus for 
Japan to surpass the rest of the 
world in this direction.

Aside from the problem of im- 
ports, the margin of potential 
overproduction in cotton textiles 
is vanishing in the United 
States, and future . markets 
should reflect a better balance 
between supply and demand.

U.S. Spindleage Down

of 1946 and September, 1956, 
more than 2.2 million spindles 
(almost 10 per cent) were liqui- 
dated. Of the 21:7 million 
spindles in place on Sept. 30, 
15 million were consuming 
fibers other than cotton and 1.4 
million were idle. Ten years 
earlier, 1.2 million spindles were 
consuming fibers other than cot- 
ton. 

The figures show that Amer-

But experts consider certain 
facts obvious—that Japanese 
sea competition would become a 
major force on the world water- 
ways, and that Japan’s economy 
would immediately reflect the 
benefits from not requiring 
foreign exchange for oil imports 
for marine fuel.

Textile Overproduction 
In U.S. Is Vanishing 


By SHELDON WESSON 


ican cotton textile production 
was 11.3 billion square yards, 
compared with the postwar 
high of 11.4 in 1951. Exports 
were 542 million yards, compar- 
ed with the all-time high of 1.5 
billion in 1947. Imports were 
133 million yards in 1955, the 
highest on record. 

The total amount of cottons 
available for domestic consump- 
tion was 66.01 yards per capita, 
compared with what the asso- 
ciation calculates as a “normal 


‘peacetime demand” of 65 yards, 


but still below the postwar high 
of 70.51 yards in 1950. 


Increasing Productivity 

The Association’s figures paint 
a picture of gradually increas- 
ing efficiency and productivity 
in American mills. In 1955 aver- 
age annual spindle operation 
was 6,113 hours—compared with 
3,000 hours 30 years ago, and 
with the war-time “forced draft” 
peak of 5,793 hours. 

The 30-year trend toward 
more intensive machinery opera- 
tion is accompanied by a gra- 
dual decrease in spindleage— 
now only a little more than 
half of the number in place 30 
years ago. In the past 10 years, 
the number of spindles install- 
ed for replacement or addition 
has been about 22 per cent. 

These two lines indicate that 
a saturation point is being ap- 
proached in the cotton industry. 
There only. are 7,200 working 
hours in a year (three shifts, 
six days a week, 50 weeks), and 
100 per cent operation is of 
course impossible. Further- 
more, some segments of the in- 
dustry, and some localities, can- 
not try to approach this theore- 
tical maximum. The result is 
that, at the current rate of 
spindle operations, the Ameri- 
can industry is fast approach- 
ing a ceiling on total produc- 


tion. 
Uncertainty Shadow 
This does not mean that im-

Tokyo Fair 
Will Have 
2,349 Booths 


The second Japan Interna- 
tional Sample Fair scheduled to 
be held in Tokyo from May 5

Fair Association announced

Red China Silk to Hit 


Exports From Japan 

YOKOHAMA, Dec. 23 (Kyo- 
do)—Inroads of Red Chinese 
sik into the West European 
market will cause an 8,000-bale 
decrease in Japan’s silk ex- 
ports during the current. silk 
year from May, this year to 
Jume next year, Masao Ishi- 
Kawa, chief of the Investigation 
Section of the Japan Silk Reel- 
ers Association, said Friday. 

Ishikawa told newsmen at 
the Yokohama Silk Exchange 
that Japan will be able to 
cover The loss only by an in- 
crease in domestic demand. 

He predicted that silk output 
in this silk year will be 295,750 
bales or 4.7 per cent lower than 
last year but demand is expect- 
ed to reach 305,000 bales or 2.3 
per cent higher. 

The demand will ‘ 
70,000 bales for ena pare my 
000 bales for domestic delivery, 
he said, adding that the export 
figure will be 14.9 per cent less 
but the domestic delivery 
figure 9.1 per cent more.

Trade in Cottons 
Undergoes Slump 


LONDON, Dec. 23 (AP)— 
World trade in cotton textiles 
slumped in the first nine months 
of this year with only Japan 
showing any big increase in ex- 
ports over 1955. 

The Cotton Board’s quarterly 
statistical review reported a 
five per cent slump in trading 
through September and said: 

“This suggests that the total 
for the year will not be appre- 
ciably greater than that for the 
depression years 1952 and 1953.” 

The trade journal, explaining 
figures were available only for 
non-Communist countries, said 
that Japanese exports in the 
first nine months of this year 


were up 13 per cent over last 
year for the corresponding 
period. 


Exports of fabrics of man- 
made fibers in the main trad- 
ing countries were reported up 
12 per cent over 1955. 

Japan, the journal said, made 
by far the greatest contribution 
to this increase while the United 
Kingdom, France and Germany 
lost ground.

Tharros, a 15,500-DWT freight- 
er under construction at the 
Kobe Dockyard of Shin-Mitsu- 
bishi Heavy Industries, was 
launched Saturday. It is ex- 
pected to be completed in 
March next year for delivery to 
the Horizons Shipping Com- 
pany of Panama.

The Council is the highest 
economic policy determining 
body of the Philippine Govern- 
ment. 

Instead, it decided to recom- 
mend to the Cabinet temporary 
retention of the present trade 
system until February to give 
time for a study of changes that 
might be made in the agree- 
ments, the sources’ said.

Japanese Viewpoint 


By The United Press 
Japan will ask the Philippine 
for “most-favored-nation” treat- 
ment in fact as well as in name 
when trade talks between the 
two countries open early next 
year, Japanese business sources 
predicted Sunday. 

Japanese negotiators were 
also expected to propose a dol- 
lar cash basis as one method of 
creating freer trade. 

Sources said Tokyo would 
most certainly demand rescis- 
sion of Article 13 of the Philip- 
pines’ Executive Order 328 
which bans imports of six types 
of cotton yarn and fabrics from 
Japan, 

Japanese officials have in the 
past attacked this as discrim- 
inating specifically against 
Japan, 

They will probably ask cancel- 
lation of Articles 7 and 8 of the 
same Executive Order which 
they say has helped to keep 
Japan’s postwar exports to the 
Philippines far below imports 
from that country. 

Even with these measures, the 
view here is that Japan will not 
be able to close the deficit gap 
between exports and imports— 
not in the near future, at least. 

The advantages Japan will 
gain from lapse of the Bell Act 
whieh gave U.S. goods preferen- 
tial tariff treatment in the Phi- 
lippines will take a long time 
developing. And Japan must 
face the preference of the Fili- 
pino people for American goods. 

Reparations Deliveries 

Moreover, Japanese  repara- 
tions deliveries to the Philip- 
pines will, it is felt, cut deep- 
ly into normal Japanese exports 
to that country in spite of the 
precautions taken to guard 
against this very thing. 

The pattern of Japanese- 

Philippine trade has changed 
little since before the war, ex- 
cept in balance. 
Japan’s annual average export 
to the Philippines from 1934 to 
19386 was $13,186,000 and its 
imports $7,690,000. From 1950 
to 1955, its exports averaged 
$28,967,000 and imports $44,790,- 
000, though the trade plan in 
force between the two coun- 
tries provided for balanced 
trade, 

Goods exchanged varied little. 
But Japanese officials assert 
Japan is buying more from the 
Philippines since’ the war, and 
can increase this still further if 
the Philippinés hikes its pur- 
chases from Japan. 

Fields for. Expansion 

The logical fields for expan- 
sion of Japanese exports are tex- 
tiles and industrial machinery. 
But exporters are not optimistic 
about their chances of cutting 
into a market which has devel- 
oned a liking for American ma- 
chinery over many decades. 
And they fear machinery from 
Japan in the form of reparations 
will eventually cut into any ex- 
port opportunities they may 
have,

policy of Japan, according to 
economic sources, is to raise 
the over-all framework of trade 
between the two countries—

Railway Car Plan 
For Argentina 


Japan’s rolling-stock industry 
is studying plans for the estab- 
lishment of a joint rolling stock 
company in Argentina, 

Under the current plan, the 
joint rolling stock company will 
be capitalized at ¥1,000 million, 
half of which wiil be put up 
eight Japanese rolling stock and 
machinery companies and the 
remaining half by Argentines. 

The company will be ready for 
operations in 1600, under a 
three-year plan starting next 
year. 

It will have factories capable 
of assembling some 100 freight 
cars per month with parts sup- 
plied by Japan. 

The Japanese companies to 
take'part in the project include 
Japan Rolling Stock, Tokyu 
Sharyo, Hitachi Works and Mi- 
tsubisai Electric, 

Establishment of the joint 
rolling-stock firm was first taken 
up in negotiations between Ar- 
gentine National Railway offi- 
cials and a Japanese rolling- 
stock mission, The talks were 
held when the mission visited 
Argentina last autumn, 

The mission was made up of 
Officials of the Japan Rolling 
Stock Export Association as well 
as rolling-stock companies, ~ 

Japanese producers of rolling- 
stock are reported to consider it 
more advisable to send rolling- 
stock parts to Argentina for as- 
sembly by the projected com- 
pany rather than exporting com- 
pleted cars. 


Red China Signs Pact 
With Outer Mongolia

Communist China and Outer 
Mongolia Saturday signed a 
trade protocol for 1957. The 
protocol, as reported Saturday 
by Radio Peiping, calls for Chi- 
nese shipments of “machinery, 
carpenters’ tools, satins and 
brocades, woolen and cotton fab- 
rics, dried and fresh fruits, and 
daily necessities. 

The Mongolians are to furnish 
Red China with “horses, wool, 
hair, skins and hides, intestinal 
casings, and other animal pro- 
ducts.” The radio made no 
mention of the amount or value 
of the goods to be traded dur- 
ing the year.

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The Ishibashi Cabinet 


After four days of anxious waiting, the new Cabinet 
of Prime Minister Tanzan Ishibashi has finally been organ- 
ized. But the significant point which has been brought 
before the public eye is not the successful formation of 
the Ishibashi Cabinet but rather the unfortunate fact that 
factionalism still plays a predominant role in the affairs of 
the Liberal-Democratic Party. 

_ It was Prime Minister Ishibashi who announced im- 
mediately after his election as president of the Liberal- 
Democratic Party that he would wipe out the cliques which 
have been plaguing the smooth operation of the party. 
Subsequent efforts in furming his Cabinet, however, prov- 
ed how Gifficult it is to do away with ihe factional strifé 
and jealousies among the members of ‘he large party. 

The people had looked with great favor upon the 
exemplary manner in which Mr. Ishibashi was elected to 
the presidency of the Liberal-Democratic Party. They hail- 
ed the signs that a precedent had at last been set for the 
selection of the party leader in a democratic fashion. The 
stock of the conservative party naturally took a turn for 
the better, as they anticipated a new order of things. 

It was, however, not long before this happy expec- 
tation was dashed, for once Mr. Ishibashi embarked upon 
the task of organizing his Cabinet, the self-interest and 
greed of the respective factions were brought sharply to 
the foreground. The Kishi group demanded at least half 
of the Cabinet posts because ex-Secretary-General Nobu- 
suke Kishi lost the party presidency to Mr. Ishibashi by 
only seven votes. The faction led by Mitsujiro Ishii, who 
dropped out on the first ballot for the post of party presi- 
dent, insisted on its share of the Cabinet seats because it 
had backed Mr. Ishibashi and claimed itself to be in effect 
a part of a coalition. 

Such puerile arguments, of course, do not hold water. 
The only rule that must prevail in the selection of Cabi- 
net Ministers is that the right man will be chosen for the 
right post. The Kishi faction displayed its utter ignor- 
ance of democratic practices in demanding half of the 16 
Cabinet seats because the race for the presidency wa so 
close. The Ishii clique also brought no credit to itself by 
asking for spoils for helping Mr. Ishibashi to his high posi- 
tion as party and national leader. 

Factionalism is far from dead in the Liberal-Democratic 
Party. The indications are that new alignments have been 
made and that they will continue their intraparty strug- 
gle for hegemony—apparently without regard for the con- 
sequences to themselves and the national interests. 

It was, of course, Mr. Ishibashi who expressed his 
great concern over the continuance of factional strife. 
And it would seem that he and his followers could gain 
a great deal by making the grand gesture of reducing the 
number of Cabinet Ministers who are regarded to be in 
their fold. 

The fault for the disgraceful situation which found 


the Liberal-Democratic Party unable to form its own Cabi- , 


net for four days rests with all the conservatives and their 
factions. Political experts are naturally reminded of pre- 
war days when the armed forces could torpedo Cabinet- 
formation plans at any time by refusing to accept a Cabinet 
post. 

Although a Cabinet has now been organized, one can- 
not but wonder how long the newly organized Govern- 
ment can last in view of the intraparty difficulties. Prime 
Minister Ishibashi himself will doubtlessly desire to call 
upon the electorate for a vote of confidence. If he should 
win such a test, he will not only gain added stature as 
a national leader but will also be able to assert himself 
more positively in his dealings with the Kishi and Ishii 
factions. 

One thing is certain and that is that the Liberal- 
Democrats have given themselves a black eye_in the esti- 

tion of the people by their disgraceful bickering over 
Cabinet posts. They have canceled out the good impres- 
sion they gave at their party convention, and they have 
left the ugliness of their greed and selfishness. And they 
are by such actions digging their own graves while their 
political opponents in the Socialist camp are making gains 
at the expense of the conservative blunders. 

The most unfortunate aspect of this situation is that 
the nation stands to lose from this unseemly display, for 
the distribution of Cabinet posts in accordance with the 
factional strength is a poor substitute for the selection of 
the most able leaders in the Liberal-Democratic ranks. 
The new Ishibashi Government will have a real task ahead 
of it, if only to prove its unity of purpose and aims. And 
the Cabinet members that have been chosen must demon- 
strate their worth, if only to prove their fitness for the 
high position they fought so hard to attain.

Two Questions at NATO 


The news from Paris about 
what is going on at the NATO 
conference is meager, there be- 
ing no reporters present and no 
available transcript of what is 


_ being said. But two interesting 
' questions have been raised. One 


is the theoretical question: how 
far can a member be expected 
to go in consulting NATO when 
the issue arises outside the re- 
gional limits fixed in the NATO 
treaty—say in the Far East or 
in the Middle East? 

The other is a question of 
practical policy. It has been 
raised by the German Foreign 
Minister, Von Brentano, by 
putting NATO on notice that 


there may be an uprising in 


Eastern Germany similar to 
that in Hungary. 
e * . 

The theoretical question poses 
one of those problems that are 
insoluble in the abstract and 
can be solved only by common 
sense, loyalty and goodwill. In 
theory, the jurisdiction and the 
obligations of NATO have pre- 
cise geographical limits. They 
include, for ‘example, most of 
Western Europe but not Ireland, 
Sweden, Switzerland, or Spain. 
They include Greece and Turkey 
but not Iran or any other Mid- 


dle Eastern country. NATO is, 


juridically speaking, not a gen- 
eral alliance at all but a collec- 
tive pact for the military de- 
fense of a carefully defined 
group of territories, Theoretical- 
ly, what goes on beyond the geo- 
graphical limits of NATO is not 
the business of NATO. 

But in fact, the NATO powers 
are bound to be concerned with 
anything which happens _else- 
where that bears upon the ef- 
fectiveness of NATO. Dulles, 
for example, seems to have said 
in Paris that we are not bound 
to consult with NATO in case 
we feel that we have to go to 
war over Taiwan. According to

LONDON — Several papers 
comment on the news that 
British salvage vessels will con- 
tinue the clearing of Port Said 
after the Anglo-French forces 
have been withdrawn.

In the view of the Times, this 
is the result of too great a re- 
spect for Nasser’s preferences, 
and the paper adds: Whatever 
the circumstances that bring 
the United Nations into the ter- 
ritory of a state, there must be 
a limit to the dictation that 
state can give to the United 
Nations.

The point of allthis is that 
whatever the letter of the con- 
tract may say, its spirit and its 
substance require continual con- 
sultation when the issue is peace 
or war in any part of the world. 
This obligation cannot success- 
fully be defined in some kind 
of general formula. If this were 
attempted, so many holes would 
be picked in the generalization 
that it would be useless. 

What is needed is not a for- 
mula of words but a habit, al- 
most one might say an accepted 
routine, in the conduct of. for- 
eign affairs. There should be a 
habit of consultation among Al- 
lies so that none is taken by 
surprise. And for that consulta- 
tion it should not be necessary 
to convoke great conferences, 


or for the foreign ministers to 
shuttle back and forth in air- 
planes. The habit of consulta- 
tion should prevail not merely 
at the summit but at the work- 
ing levels of diplomacy. 

» © * 

There is plenty for NATO to 
consult about without consult- 
ing very much in the abstract 
about how much it ought to 
consult. The question raised by 
the German Foreign Minister 
of what is to be NATO policy in 
view of the danger in East Ger- 
many is indubitably NATO busi- 
ness. The meeting now going 
on in Paris will be a great dis- 
appointment if it adjourns with- 
out taking serious notice of the 
East German danger. 

To take serious notice would 
mean, it seems to me, not mere- 
ly to wait and see whether an 
explosion has taken ‘place and 
then t try to react to it, pre- 
sumably with grandiose moral 
declarations, To take serious 
notice of thé danger would be to 
take the initiative, to act now 
rather than to react later, to 
propose a renewal of negotia- 
tions with the Soviet Union for 
the unification of Germany, for 
the thinning down and moving 
backward of the armies, and for 
an all-European system of secu- 
rity,

had very poor living conditions 
and no recreational facilities. 

Although the personnel of D 
Company, 8047th JSB, has com- 
pletely changed since 1949, the 
company continues to support 
their “home.”

—repair a leaking roof, or con- 
struct beds, tables, chairs. 

Last Christmas, Company D, 
8047th JSB, gave the children 
at Aisen Kai a small portable 
organ and a Jungle Gym play- 
ground set of equipment which 
the soldiers had built them- 
selves. Every Christmas, they 
get a bus and bring all the chil- 
dren to Camp Zama where a 
real American Christmas party 
with all the trimmings awaits 
them. 

Wives of officers and soldiers 
of the company help out—plan- 
ning, preparing and laying out 
the food, selecting and wrapping 
the gifts; and all get together to 
decorate the tree. 

Although they may not under- 
stand the reason for Christmas,

A committee of volunteers 
solicited the _ gifts, collected 
them, repaired what had. need 
of repairing, and found then 
selves with a storeroom full of 
things.

Since 
they did not have names to put 
on the tags, they labeled them

child for whom they thought 
the gift most appropriate. 

In order to be sure that this 
giving project would be accom- 
plished most intelligently and 
usefully, SFC Davis personally 
visited the orphanages and 
talked to the persons in charge. 
He found out how many chil-

other group. The plan of giv- 
ing was to make sure that every 
child got one toy and one com- 
plete clothing outfit.
